The Lord Chancellor of Ireland opened the 
Santa Claus Bazaar in St. Luke's Schools, Dub- 
lin, yesterday, in aid of the funds of the Parish

@ of St. Nicholas Without and St. Luke. 


‘Phe Rev. T. H. Seale, M.A., Rector of the 
Parish, who presided, expressed appreciation of 
the energetic end untiring work of Mr. FE. P. 
Morris, the hon. secretary to the committee, 
and referring to the object for which the bazaar 
was organised, he said thai the parish depended 
very largely on outdoor eid, which had always 
been given generous! Having recalled the 
origin of the parish, he called upon the Lord 


_ Chancellor to open the bazaar. 


The Lord Chancellor, who was very cordially 
received, first of ell expressed the pleasure 
which he had im having been able to come 
there, if only for the purpose of showing his 
sympathy with the efforts which the promoters 
were making on behalf of the tunds of the 
church of St. Luke. That church was one of 
the oldest in Dublin, and it seemed, through 
no fault of its own, that it was one of the 
poorest churehes in Deblin. It was founded et 
a time when the district was a hive of industry, 
a plece where the French settlers found refuge. 
Those industries which brought so much employ- 
ment gradually died away owing to the needs 
of modern times and by the introduction of 
mechinery, with the result that the mhabitant 
had ‘to earm their money as best they could. 
The churches had euffered proportionately, but 
St. Luke's had a cháim on the affections of all 
Chirchmen, not merely on account of ite great 
antiquity, but also on account of the special 
efforts that the small body of parishioners had 
made to keep their ehurch alive, and especially 
am account of the magnificent services that had 
been for so long a &me rendered in it by his 
esteemed friend, the Rew. J. Dryden Smylie, a 
more loyal and faithful pastor than whom he 
did not think that emy church ever possessed, 
and certainly it would be a long time, he was 
sure. before his name and efforts were forgotten 
in the parish which be had loved so dearly. 
Owing to the efforts of the Rev. J. Dryden 
Smylie some thirty years ago, and to the 
liberality of the Churchmen of thet day, a 
very substantial sum was collected, which re- 
sulted in leaving their church fully equipped 
and up to date. The church had many hallowed 
and sacred memories: it was the home of those 
Huguenot settlers who made that district so 
famous for its industries, and so prolific m 
maraifectures of different kinds, but conditions 
had altered, and the responsibility wes cast 
legitimately upon the Church to support the 
perish, but it would be unreasonable and un- 
natural to expect the partshioners of St. Luke's, 
aithough. they had always done their best, to 
shoulder the preseut burden of thet church. He

A SINN FEIN MEMBER’S SPEECH, 

Major Bromhead, 3rd Royal Berks Regiment, 
presided at a District Courtmartial at Ship 
street Barracks, Dublin, yesterday, when Peter 
Ennis, caretaker, of Liberty Hall, was put 
forward for trial on charges under-the Defence 
of the Realm Act. Mr. Ennis, who pleaded 
not guilty, was charge with keeping and 
having in his possession at “Liberty Hail on 
22nd August a service rifle, an automatic pistol, 
and some cartridges. 

Mr. H. O. Miobiens, who (instructed by Cap- 
tain Wallis) prosecuted, in opening, said that 
on the morning in question a party of police 
and soldiers, in consequence of information re- 
ceived, went to Liberty Hall, which, he believed, 


was the headquarters ‘of the Citizen. Army., 


Accused, who was the only one in the hottes 
at the time, admitted the party, end in & 
reom on the third floor they found the service 
rife and an automatic pistol loaded with 
ammunition. : :

D.W.P., who was in charge of the police on 
the occasion, as to the raid and to the finding 
of the firearms. In reply to Mr. P. Lynch, 
K.C., who, with Mr. O'Byrne (instructed by 
Messrs. James O'Connor and Co.), for 
the accused, the witness said that there never 
was a charge against the accused in any 
court up to the present, as far as he was aware. 
He never knew anything against him. The 
police had searched Liberty Hall on two occa- 
sions at least to witness's knowledge, and on 
one occasion when witness was there the accused 
gave ell the assistance required of him. He 
did not know that Mr. Fnnis was compensated 
for injury to his personal property during the 
trouble of 1916. : 

Corroborative evidence was given by Captain 
W. G. Price, 3rd Wilishire Regiment, Royal 
Barracks, and Mr. Holmes and Mr. Lynch then 
addressed the Court, the latter submitting 
that the evidence was consistent with the man 
knowing nothing about these arms being on 
the premises, and, that being so, the Court 
should acquit him. 

The Court fqund the accused not guilty of 
the charges, and honourably acquitted him.
